^ outorealc  of  c-vsentcry  of  tre  bonne  t^-ye  ocem-red  in  tic  summer 
months  in^an  infant  and  primry  school.  A.  scarlet  lever  outbrealc 
occurred  in  a residential  school  in  the  Spring.  These  epideruological 
liiciaenos  ai-e  recorded  more  fuller  later  on  i>i  diis  report.  Measles 
snen/ed  its  biennial  iicreased  incidence  during  ti.e  year.  Other^-nse 
ihe  incidence  of  infec'cious  disease  nas  snail. 

Orjly  t%.o  cases  01  p'olruonai'y  tuberculosis  mere  notified  during  the 
yeaj.  cuid  no  deadis  occu  red  i'rox.i  tubercnlosis.

have  no’w  been  piotected. 

No  cases  ol  diphtheria  have  occurred  in  tiie  distiict  for  over 
ten  years.  Tlx  re  ‘./as  a very  pood  response  to  hrrvunrsation  durinp; 

tlx  3'ear  in  all  fee  local  Council  schools.

Ivian^^  houses  irave  been  saived  by  Iiaprovement 
Grants  from  beconlng  Category  3 houses  already  and  althougli  these  are 
not  slicrni  in  uhe  above  figures  they  are  mcs'c  important  as  it  is  just 
as  vital  to  prevent  detexicx£.tion  in  housing  standards  as  to  deal 
with  cases  on  the  list  which  have  already  become  unxit. 

The  residual  50  are  to  be  revie-.-cd  by  the  Council  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  in  order  to  formulate  a px’ograrn-ae  to  deal  ulth  tlie  Ixrd 
core  of  the  problem  which  comprises  some  20  out  of  50  houses  left  on 
the  list,  Consider-ation  night  be  given  to  thq.  service  of  repair 
notices  in  certain  cases,  whex-e  the  judgement  on  the  hOi..3e  and  its 
placing  in  Categex-y  5 bas  perlx.ps  been  somewlnt  sevex-e.  It  is  true 
to  say  thal  the  occupants  of  Category  5 hcusos  in  'tiie  :aural  district 
ii'i  i'.any  causes  have  lived  in  their  houses  for  man;/  gears  and  ar-e  not 
anxious  to  change  tlxeir  abode  late  ixx  life.  Cong)lalnts  from  tenants 
are  very  fex.a  The  houses  ai'e  in  the  :.nxin  dctatchod  or  senl-de  tat  died 
cottages  with  plentu-  of  CLir  space  about  them  and  can  in  no  way  be 
compared  with  the  terraced  properties  of  unban  :neas  of  population 
caijured  to  the  ulnd  by  the  \vord  ‘’slum'’.  nevertheless  some  balanice 
must  be  struck  between  the  duties  of  tiie  Council  ’under  the  glousing 
acts  and  the  human  px-oblens  involved.

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^The  good  relations  prevail  which  have  al-virays  existed  between  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  owners  and  managers  of  food  businesses 
and  their  associated  food  hLUxdlers,  Visits  have  been  made  as  often 
as  possible  and  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  is  not  unsatisfactory. 
During  the  year,  the  one  premises  v/hich  had  been  causing  the  Council 
some  serious  concern  ceased  to  operate  as  a food  business. 

Twenty  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  at  regular  intervals  during 
the  ye^  and  all  vrere  placed  in  Grade  I which  indicates  the  lowest 
bacterial  content  of  the  product.  Five  samples  from  one  automatic 
vending  machine  in  the  district  were  also  satisfactory  from  a clean- 
liness point  of  view.  Samples  of  pork  sausages  taken  from  canufactxarers 
m the  district  were  tested  for  the  presence  of  salmonella  and  nega- 
tive results  were  obtained  in  every  case. 

One-hundred  and  thirty-six  inspections  -were  made  under  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations.

Diseases  of  Animals^  (v/aste  Food)  Order  1957» 


Vfoste  foods  may,  if  not  boiled  for  one  hour,  spread  foot  and  mouth 
and  other  disease.  This  order  prohioits  the  feeding  of  unboiled  v/aste 
foods  to  pigs  and  poultry.  It  also  controls  the  movement  of  uiiboxled 
s'Vi/ill  from  one  premises  to  another.  The  Order  also  prohibits  the 
carriage  of  animals,  poultry,  or  feeding  stuffs  in  a vehicle  thc.t  is 
carrying  unboiled  v/aste  food  and  requires  the  disinfection  of  vehicles 
after  carrying  imboiled  y;-aste  food. 


The  provisions  of  the  Order  are  mentioned  in  some  detail  because 
this  is  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  Order  in  the  Rural  District 
by  the  Public  He  alt  h^  Deportment . The  Diseases  of  nnimals  (Licencing 

of  vVaste  Pood  Sterilization  Plant)  Order  1934  wa.s  administered  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood.  The  1957  ^rder 
administered  b;  the  Coimty  Council  and  the  duties  were  delegated  to 
this  Council  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Fourteen  premises  are  licenced  under  the  Order  and  55  visits  were 
made  during  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  inspections, 
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
